Oklahoma Fair Closes. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., Oct. 18.—Okla­ 
homa’s first state fair closed yesterday. 
Crowds have attended each day, and 
although the figures on the attendance 
have not been com piled, it is estim at­ 
ed that 110.000 have 
been 
on 
the 
grounds- during the ten days. 
On Ok­ 
lahoma City and Derby day 28,000 peo­ 
ple thronged the grounds. The exhibit 
of agricultural and farm products has 
not been as large as it was hoped for, 
owing to the lateness in arranging for 
the Fair. For the 1908 Fair more build 
ings will be built. Many of the exhibi­ 
tors and race track follow ers are leav­ 
ing for Dallas to attend the Texas 
State Fair. 


OKLAHOMA COTTON CROP. 
The cotton ginned In Oklahoma up 
lo October first was 13.382 bales and 
in the Indian T errito ry 17.346 bales 
This seem s like a small am ount of 
cotton to have been ginned up to that 
time, but Oklahoma cotton m atures 
com paratively late. 
Last year O kla­ 
homa had ginned up to the sam e date 
8.149 bales and Indian T erritory 9.421 
bales, says the Oklahoma Times-.Tour- 
nal 
This shows a vast increase in O kla­ 
homa over last year, but that does not 
indicate that the final yield will be 
greater than last year, although the 
yield may exceed that of last year be­ 
cause of the g re ater acreage. 
Besides Oklahoma and Indian T e r­ 
ritory only Georgia and South Caro­ 
lina showed a greater yield this year 
than last year up to October first All 
the rest show a falling off of yield 
I lithe nation the yield up to the date 
named was a half million bales less 
tha nlast year. 
While the first two reports indicate 
nothing of the yield for Oklahom a and 
Arkansas because o ftheir 
latitude. 
the vield at this time does not tell 
w hether the yiel dfor the nation is to 
be great or small. 
It can now be put 
•’own as a certainty that the vield wil 
not 
reach the figures of last 
year 
This m eans a great price and a vast 
sum of money for tin* state of O kla­ 
homa. 
Last year Oklahoma produced 118,- 
19b bales and the Indian T erritory 
118.169 bales of a total for the state 
of 904,618 bales. While tim yield in 
some sections of the st:»te will not be 


m> heavy per acre as last 
year 
in 
other sections it is 
better 
and 
the 
acreage is greater. 
This m akes it c e r­ 
tain that the yield will be as great as 
last* year and 
many 
people believe 
rn 
the total will reach a million bales. 
This at m ore than $50 
a 
bale, 
will 
bring to the state a vast sum of m on­ 
ey. There will come to the state for 
this cotton before planting time next 
spring $50,000,000 which will be th o r­ 
oughly distributed and 
will alm ost 
pass through the hands of the m er­ 
chants of the state, or it. will if the 
m erchants seek 
it —-M uskogee 
Phoe­ 
nix.
